The Trade aud N avigation Returns 
for 1878 is a volume larger than ever. 
It comprises some thousand pages, and 
in addition to the general statistics em- 
braced in the ordinary tables, it con- 
tains a comparative statement of the 
imports of a number of commodities 
which constitute the basis of much of. 
tho Dominion trade for the years 
187G-8. The enlarged production in 
Canada of powerful explosives has caus- 
ed the importation of sulphuric acid to 
decrease to one-half of what it was in 

1877. Butter importations show a 
continuous decline, and nearly all im- 
ported is for British Columbia and Ma- 
nitoba. It lias decreased from 180,- 
837 lbs. in 1877 to 111,557 lbs. in 

1878. Tho meat importation in 1877 
was 12,91-1,213 lbs., but last yearit in- 
creased to 14,018,952 lbs. While tho 
weight has thus increased, tho value 
has decreased from 81,090,509 to §928,- 
950. The total export for the year 
were $79,323,GG7, as against $75,875,- 
393, and tho imports $93,081,787, as 
against $99,327,902; while the goods 
entered for home consumption decreas- 
ed from $90,300,483 in 1877 to $91,- 
199,577 in 1S78, and tho duty collect- 
ed increased from $12,5-18,4-51.09 in 

1877 to $12,795,093.17 in 1878. In 
1S77 the balance of trade against Can- 
ada was $23,152,509, while in 1S79 
tho balance of trado was $13,758,120. 
The aggregate trade of the Dominion 
with all other countries during the 
year decreased $2,000,000, whilst that 
with Great Britain increased over $2,- 
000,000, and almost every other coun- 
try in proportion. The trade with the 
United States decreased nearly $■!,- 
000,000. The general exports increas- 
ed from $75,875,393 to §79,323,007. 
The exports to Great Britain increased 
nearly four and a half millions of dol- 
lars. Tho valuo of goods imported for 
home consumption aggregated $91,199,- 
577, as against $9G,300,-183 in 1877. 
From the returns it is claimed that the 
imports from the United States, in- 
stead of increasing, actually decreased 
from $51,312,009 to $48,031,739, and 
those of Great Britain from $39,572,- 
239 to $37,431,180. The duty collect- 
ed increased $12,548,451.09 to $12,- 
795,093.17. While the rate of Cus- 
toms duties levied increased per capita 
from $3.39 to $3.40, tho per centage of 
expense of collection decreased from 
5.75 per cent, to 5.58 per cent. The 
attention of farmers is especially di- 
rected to the fact that the importations 
from the United States of butter in 

1878 decreased $18,493 as compared 
with 1877, and meats $158,188. 



KOOTENA Y — A SERIOUS SUB- 
JECT. 

Tho Government of this Province is 
. in the hands of twenty-five representa- 
tives, of whom two represent Kootenay. 
These two have been legally paid $3,- 
200 for tho sessions ending September, 
1878, and will be legally entitled to 
receive an additional sum of $1,000 for 
the present sessions. In all, these so- 
called "representatives" (Messrs. Gal- 
lagher and Galuraitii) will have 
drawn from the Provincial purse for 
their valuable services during the past 
twelve months tho sum of $4,800! 
'Well may we ask, "Cui bono 1 ?" What 
service do these worthy representatives 
of less than 16 voters render to the 
public for such enormous remuneration? 
Truly, nothing! What measure has 
Gallagher ever introduced? What 
intelligence has Galbraith ever shown 
that the country should nurse them 
with means to live in idleness. No 
wonder that this Walkem Government 
is adverse to the even partial disfran- 
chisement of Kootenay. While the 
constituency is a dishonest one, when 
measured by the standard of fair rep- 
resentation, and is also a rotten 
borough, it is at the same time a 
"pocket" onOj and if there bo any man 
in the world who knows how to con- 
serve such an element it is our present 
Premier. The gist of legislation of the 
present session ought to be the proper 
representation of the people in Parlia- 
ment. Yet we believe that the present 
Government will still preserve the 
Kootenay element notwithstanding its 
unfairness and its proximity to an alien 
element. Kootenay is too vital an 
element in the composition of a Walk- 
em Government for tho Premier to con- 
sent to its partial disfranchisement. 
However, let the Government have its 
wilful way. Eventually it will find 
that the chief nail in its coffin will be 
the want of honesty in dealing with 
the question of the representation of 
Kootenay.

EUROPE. 
London, March 4. — Hill Top mill 
at Burnley, running 000 looms and 
3,000 spindles has suspended opera- 
tions. Other mills continue to close 
and one more is expected to close this 
week. Masters in the Forest of Dan 
iron trade have given notice of a five 
per cent, reduction in wages. The cot- 
ton trado at Todmerden and Walsden 
is generally enforcing without resist- 
ance reductions of from 5 to 8 per 
cent. 

Bolton cotton operatives have de- 
cided to accept a reduction of 10 per 
cent. 

In the House of Commons to-night, 
Trevelyan's motion on further equaliza- 
tion of borough and county franchise, 
was debated. It was energetically op- 
posed by Stafford Northcote and re- 
jected. 291 to 220. 

Vienna, March 4. — Many arrests of 
Socialists have been made in Lenberg 
and Cracow. 

Peltji, March 4. — Tho river Theiss 
has overflowed its banks and inundated 
an immonso tract of land. Szegcdin 
and many other towns are greatly dam- 
aged. Troops with pontoons have 
started to save life. ■ 

St. Petersburg, March 4.- — It is 
certain that there is unusual activity 
among revolutionary classes in Russia. 
They display almost incredible bold- 
ness. A publication declaring that tho 
governor of Charkofi' had been con- 
demned to death by the Russian So- 
cialist party for inhuman treatment of 
political prisoners, and that the act of 
assassination was consequently execut- 
ed by ono of that party, was openly 
posted in the halls of the university on 
the day after he was shot. It is be- 
lieved in St. Petersburg that tho Nihil- 
ists are interested in spreading reports 
concerning the plague. It is said that 
two of Prof. Botkins' assistants are 
leading Nihilists. Tho day before tho 
bulletin was issued concerning the sick 
footman they went about declaring ex- 
ultingly that Prof. Botkins had a case 
of plague in his hospital. 

On the premises in Kiefi'upon which 
the gensd'arines made a descent were 
found and seized printing material, 
counterfeit seals of public departments, 
forged documents, revolutionary pam- 
phlets and a number of revolvers and 
poniards. 

An official messenger says that the 
police have discovered a secret 
printing press at Kieff. On entering 
the apartment they were met by a 
storm of bullets. One officer of the 
gensd'armes and two privates were 
killed. Eleven men and five women 
were arrested. Four of tho former 
were dangerously wounded. 

Paris, March 4. — Le Pcro succeeds 
DeMarcere as Minister of the Interior. 

Berlin, March 4. — There is but a 
slight prospect of peace between the 
Vatican and the European states, es- 
pecially Germany, unless tho Pope 
modifies his sentiments. 

Brussels, Marcli 4. — The ex-Em- 
press Carlotta, widow of the late Em- 
peror Maximilian, of Mexico, who has 
been insane for many years, resided in 
in the castle of Terouven, which was 
destroyed by fire to-day. She was safe- 
ly removed from the castle. 

Paris, March 4. — The cabinet has 
experienced a severe blow. It knows 
that all moderates in the chambers and 
in the country expect it to openly re- 
pudiate the dictation of the radicals. 
Unless it can do this it had better fall 
en bloc than succumb by piece-meal. 



CALIFORNIA. 
Sax Francisco, March 5. — A dis- 
patch from Eureka, Cal., says that the 
steamer Los Angeles while crossing the 
bar yesterday shipped a sea which 
stov« the pilot house, flooded the decks 
and washed overboard Win. Quinn, a 
seaman. 

San Francisco, March 4. — About 3 
o'clock this morning, while a wake was 
being held on Natoma street, a strang- 
er, name unknown, introduced himself 
to those assembled and was put out. 
He laid in wait, and when three of the 
participants left the house he attacked 
them, stabbing two of them seriously 
and the third slightly.

He is tall, thin, 
austere, reserved ; Monsignor Capel, 
on the contrary, is plump, gay, hand- 
some and accessible, and at the height 
of the season may be met at two or 
threo "at homes" the same evening, 
and in each is the centre of an animat- 
ed and happy circle of guests. He is 
witHal a nobly-charitable man and a 
tremendous worker. He is now very 
ill, and it is overwork, it is reported, 
that has caused his illness.

Suddenly 
Rennel sprang from behind a tree, 
dealt her a blow on the head with a 
bar of iron, and threw his victim into 
the grave which he had prepared, heap- 
ed earth upon the body, covered the 
place with branches of trees and went 
his way. The girl, however, was only 
stunned by the blow, and in a few 
hours regained consciousness, to find 
herself buried alive. Working with 
the energy of despair sho managed to 
force the earth away from her head and 
then shrieked for help. Luckily a 
passer-by heard the cry and carried her 
to the hospital at Lucerne, where she 
died tho samo day. 

A public meeting of Indian gentle- 
men was held at Charing Cross Hotel, 
"to consider the desirability of petition- 
ing Parliament to relievo India from 
the burden of the expenses of tho pre 
sent Afghan war." Mirzar Peer Buk- 
hah presided, and thsro were about 
fifty persons prosent; letters having 
been received from several Indiana in 
this country expressing regret that they 
were unable to attend and sympathize 
with the object. Tho following resolu- 
tion was carried, "That in the opinion 
of this meeting of Indians now residing 
in England, India ought not to be 
burdened with the expenses of the pre- 
sent Afghan war."

THIRD PROVINCIAL ASSEMBLY. 

Second Session. 

Monday, March 10th, 1S79. 
Mr. Speaker took tho chair at 2. p.m. 

QUESTION. 

Mr. Evans asked tho Minister of Fi- 
nance if it was tho intention of the Gov- 
ernment to refund to tho Government 
Agent and lioad Superintendent of Cari- 
boo tho moneys advanced by thorn to pay 
Chinamen employed by tho late Govorn- 
xnont, and disehargod in consequence of a 
resolution of tho Houso, dated July 31st, 
1878! 

Hon. Mr. Beaven stated that tho Gov- 
ernment would place tho amount on the 
estimates and leave tho question to tho 
House. 

THE SPEECH. 

Hon. Mr. Beavan movod that tho 
Houso resolvo itseif into a committee of 
supply on Wednesday next. Carried. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven moved that tho 
House rosolvo itself into a committee of 
ways and nieaws on Thursday next. Car- 
ried. 

CONSTITUTION BILL, (jilt. VEUNON's). 

Hon. Mr. Walkem objected to this bill 
boing on tho orders of tho day till the 
usual two days' notice had been given in 
that the bill had been off for sovcral days. 

Mr. Smitho said that when this bill 
was first brought up tho previous 
question had been carried, tho bill could 
have been brought up again fivo minutes 
after, and ho was not awaro that it re- 
quired any two days' notico to put it on 
the orders, especially aa Mr. Speaker had 
it placed ox them. 

Hon Mr. Walkem said tho bill should 
nover have been on the orders. 

Mr. Speaker ruled that tho bill should 
be on the orders. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said ho would ap- 
peal against tho ruling. 

Mr. Smitho said ho would like the At- 
torney-General to produce authorities for 
tho position ho had taken either that 
the bill had never been off tho orders or 
that it required two days' notico. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said tho orders of 
tho day were mado by the House and not 
by Mr. Speaker. In this case tho measure 
had dropped oil' tho orders of tho day. 
He said the hon. gentleman could find no 
authority for the standpoint he had 
taken. 

Tho question was thon put and the 
House decided the bill was not on the or- 
ders of the day. 

STATUTES AND JOURNALS. 

Hon. Mr. Beavon moved tho second 
reading of a bill to regulate tho distribu- 
tion of statutes and journals. 

The bill was road a second time. 
LANDS and works. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem presented a return 
of the Lands and Works Department for 
the year 1878. 

Tho Houso them went in committee on 
the Statutes bill with Mr. Harris in tho 
chair. 

A subsection was added to clause 4 to 
send a copy of the acts to the Secretary 
of State for tho Colonies, tho Librarian 
of the House of Commons and to the 
British Museum in England. 

The remaining clauses having passed 
tho committee rose and reported. 

Roport ordered to be considered to- 
morrow. 

NANAIMO FIREMF.N's PROTECTION BILL. 

Tho Houso then went into committee 
on this bill with Mr. Mcllmoyl in the 
chair. 

All clauses having passod as read the 
committee rose and tho bill was read a 
third time and passed. 

ESQUIJIALT RAILWAY. 

Dr. Ash said ho was unawnro that this 
bill had been posted up in accordance 
with section 2, clauso 58, of the rules of 
the House. 

Mr. Speaker said the bill had not been 
posted up and was thcreforo out of order. 
The clerk had forgotten to entor the 
usual notico on tho votes and proceed- 
ings. 

Mr. Smitho said it was evidently an 
oversight, but ho thought it was unfair 
that the promoters should suffer for 
that. 

ASSESSMENT AMENDMENT BILL. 

The House then went into committee 
on this bill with Mr. Cowan in the chair. 

Clause 1, repealing certain clauses of 
tho Amendment Act of 1877. 

Clause 3 — Assessments levied on lands 
of non-residents to bo marked N. R. 
Passod. 

Clause 4. — Subsection 14 of section 8 
is repealed. 

Clause 5. — Subsection 10 of section 8 
is repealed. Passed. 

Clause 6. — Imposing a tax of five cents 
per acre on all wild land, "wild land" to 
mean all land west of tho Cascades on 
which improvements to tho valuo of §2.50 
per acre have not been mado. Improve- 
ments valued at §1.25 east of tho Cascades 
to exempt land from this tax. 

Mr. Smitho said ho had referred to this 
clauso on the socond reading of tho bill 
and would now move to allow actual^oc- 
cupiors of land to bo oxeniptcd fror- ,' Jiis 
wild land tax. Tho House had tthani- 
mously exempted pre-emptions in 1877 
and he showed that it would only bo jus- 
tice to exempt them now as tho tax was 
never intended to apply to actual settlers, 
but to speculators only. Ho would ask 
the Government to accede to tho amend- 
ment. ' 

Mr. Boaven — A settler is twelvo 
months from tho clay ho records his lnnd 



until tho assessor comes. A great many 
parties have recorded lands and dono noth- 
ing with them. He did not think such 
settlers deserved any assistance. 

Mr. Williams — Whenever anything 
comes up hero for the benefit of the Gov- 
ernment Mr. Smitho ' always oppoies it. 
The farmer is liko the dog in tho manger, 
he keeps the land idle and men who 
would work it aro kept out. Mr. Smitho 
of Cowichan had refused to pay his own 
taxe3 until thoy wero delinquent. 

Mr. Smitho said tho statement was 
falso and called upon Mr. Williams to 
withdraw it. Ho had never refused to 
pay any tax duo by him. 

Mr. Williams — His (Mr. S.'s) object is 
to leave tho Government without funds 
so that they could not carry on tho busi- 
ness the country. He would nevor agree 
to borrow any moro money. 

Mr. Vernon did not think Mr. Williams 
understood tho question at issuo. No 
person objected to paying his share to tho 
revenuo, but to tax ono portion of tho 
community at the oxpenso of another was 
contrary to tho well recognized principles 
of taxation and to constitutional law. It 
was most unfair for the Government to 
soil land at ono dollar an aero to any per- 
son and then to tax him fivo cents an aero, 
in addition to tho proporty tax, if they 
did not improvo the land twenty-fivo cents 
an acre. With respect to tho bill beforo 
tho House ho thought that any pre-cmptor 
could, beforo tho expiration of twolvo 
months, make §400 of improvement on 
his land in building, ploughing and fenc- 
ing. Tho bill, however, provides for the 
levying of fivo cents an aero on all land 
not improved to tho valuo of one dollar 
and twenty-fivo cents an aero, whereas 
some land was unfit for cultivation and 
could not bo improved, boing only useful 
for grazing purposes. He thought such 
land was not worth ono dollar an aero and 
should bo sold for less. Ho did not wish 
to see tho lands of the Provinco falling 
into tho hands of speculators, but could 
not approve of tho present measure. 

Mr. Smitho — Pro-emptors should be ex- 
empt. Tho sottlers in Vancouver Island 
generally had little capital to begin with 
and in some instances had nothing but 
their strong arms, and when it was re- 
membered that thoy had to make their 
living for themselves and families, and 
that all their time could not bo devoted 
to improving their land, it would bo appar- 
ent that in many cases it would bo im- 
possible to mako the improvements ne- 
cessary to exempt them from this tax. 
Thoy had to pay the real and personal 
property and school tax ; and meeting 
them with a tax of §8 and §10, as tho case 
might be, first thing on landing, was not 
very encouraging to settlomont. Another 
view in connection with this tax present- 
ed itself, and that was as to its effects on 
pastoral lands. Ho alluded to lands on 
tho islands in tho Gulf of Georgia which 
had been purchased from tho Government 
at §1 an acre, and which wero for tho most 
part not fit for agricultural purposes. 
Those settlers had boon compelled to buy 
tho land in order to protect themselves, 
and becauso by a clauso in the Land Act 
they wero prevented from acquiringleases, 
Leases that had existed prior to 18^5 wero 
cancolled and their owners had to buy 
land by tho thousand acres or leave their 
homes. Tho land was rooky and timbor 
cd and unfit for anything except to depas 
turo sheep, and a tax of 5 cents an aero 
upon such land was unjust to tho owners 
who were making it contribute to tho ad- 
vantage of tho country to tho utmost ox- 
tent of its capacity. If it were agricul- 
tural land that could bo cultivated and 
improved, it would bo different, but to 
onforce such a tax upon theso islands 
would be to endeavor to drive out a val- 
uable class of settlors. It was not a mat- 
tor of making S-100 improvements. Some 
of them had from 1000 to 2000 acres 
which required from §2500 to §5000 to 
exempt them, and they could not 
put so much improvements upon theso 
lands without absolutely throwing their 
money away. Pastoral land should bo 
free from this tax. 

Mr. Beaven did not think the tax at all 
unreasonable. 

Mr. Wilson — Cowichan docs not pay as 
much as will meet the expenses of his 
(Mr. S. 's) sessional allowanco and travel- 
ling expenses. Victoria has to pay tho 
interest on money expended on tho im- 
provement of farming districts. In many 
districts tho settlors aro worse than spe- 
culators. He could point out a district 
containing 101 sottlers who paid little or 
no taxes and thoy were worse than specu- 
lators. They doserved no assistance or 
support from tho Government. 

Mr. Smitho said Mr. Wilson had evi- 
dently got a relapse of Cowichan on tho 
brain. Dr. Ash had silenced him for 
a while on a former occasion, but he had 
recovered from that and now tho House 
wa3 obliged to tako another dose of Mr. 
Wilson's Cowichan until it was almost 
nauseated. It was plain that Mr. Wilson 
could not speak upon any subject but 
Cowichan. It was with him Cowichan or 
nothing. He had not brains enough to 
enable him to speak to tho merits of any 
question. (Hear, and laughter.) What 
had Cowichan to do with tho clause m»re 
than the rest of tho Province. Mr. Wil- 
son was evidently afraid of being thought 
a mute. Ho thought he must speak and 
Cowichan was tho only subject his school- 
boy mind could grasp. (Laughter,) 

Mr. Wilson would explain. There 
wero a fow respectable settlers in Cow- 
ichan. 

Mr. Pimbury — The hon. gentleman 
must have Cowichan on the brain. Tho 
less tax imposed on settlers tho bettor. 

Mr. Bennett said ho desired to call the 
attention of the House moro particularly 
to that part of tho bill which imposed a 
tax of fivo cents per acre yearly on wild 
land. Wild land being defined as land 
upon which improvements had not been 
mado to tho value of §1.25 and §2.50 per 
aero respectively, according to whether 
said lands were situated to tho east or tho 
west of the Cascado range — such an im- 
position was in many cases unjust. It is 
all very well to imposo such a tax on land 
held by speculators, locked up by them 
eut of the reach of improvement, and 
lying idle and unproductive, where it 
should bo cultivated and improved, but 
thoro was an immenso amount of land in 
the country which, though neither culti- 
vated nor improved, was nevertheless 
being turned to full account for all that 
such land was worth. Ho alluded to some 
of the stock ranges of tho interior. Take, 
for instance, the case of a farmer who had 
bought 2,000 acres of grazing land from 
tho Government and paid tho money for 
it. There had beon previously a time 
when that land would have beon leased to 
him on payment of four or five conts per 
acre per annum, but tho loa30 law was 
abolished and he had either to buy tho 
land or lot it go. Now, tho lease law 
provided that the leesce should grazo on 
such land not loss than five nor moro than 
ten head of cattle, tho latter boing con- 
sidered tho maximum number that tho 
range would carry without permanent de- 
terioration, and that estimate is a per- 
fectly correct one. Now, tho man who 
had bought 2,000 acres of grazing land 
under this act paid fivo cents per acre tax, 
amounting to §100 per annum; that land 



earned, say, the maximum number of 
stock, viz. , ten head to tho 10 Oacres, 200 
head. The said.stock valuo of .vould be 
fairly estimated at §10 por head Tor a mix- 
ed band of various ages, §2,000. Tho tax 
thereforo amounted to an annual payment 
of one-twentieth or 5 per cont. on tho 
value of tho animals grazed on tho land, 
paid yearly, and this in addition ; to tho 
m-opsrty tax on the assessc-d'valus of tho 
laud. Such hind could not be improved 
in tho ordinary sense of the word. It 
generally could not bo ploughed, as it is 
commonly on steep and rolling hills and 
in every way utterly unfit for cultivation ; 
and as to foncing, not only was it too ex- 
pensive a matter in many parts whero 
fonco rails could scarcely be got at all, but 
overyono knows that pasture lands cannot 
bo fenced, such pasturago, evon if it con- 
tained water within itself not containing 
enough feed to pay for the fencing. Now 
it was not fair to put this heavy tax on 
lands purchased from the Government 
yoars ago. If at tho time of purchaso tho 
Government had told tho purchaser that 
they intendod to put a tax on his land 
equal to tho annual payment he had 
hitherto made for his loaso, he would not 
have bought it. This tax of 5 cents is in 
tho nature of a fino for not improving 
good lands and keoping them locked up 
and idle ; but it was wrong to mako it ap- 
ply to wasto lands, useful only for graz- 
ing that wero boing occupied and mado 
productivo in the shape of beef and mut- 
ton to tho fullest oxtent of which thoy 
are capable. He would ask tho Govern- 
ment to look at this in the right light and 
modify tho clauso which imposod this 5 
cents so as to mako it apply only to lands 
that wero locked up in tho hands of spec- 
ulators. 

Mr. Wilson— Mr. Alexander of Cow- 
ichan told mo a fow days ago that he ap- 
proved of this tax. 

Mr. Smitho said only yesterday tho 
House had a bill to take a member from 
Cowichan, and Mr. Wilson held that Cow- 
ichan had one mombor too much: now ho 
mado a third member (Mr. Alexander) 
address the House. Members should bo 
consistent. (Laughter). 

Mr. Smitho'a three amendments were 
put and lost and the several clauses of 
the bill thon passed. 

Clause 12. — Giving tho Lieut.-Govern- 
or in Council power to appoint persons to 
act as a court of appeal. Passed. 

Clauses 13 and 14. — Giving a person 
taxed the power to appeal. Passed. 

Tho remaining clauses then passed as 
read and tho committee rose and reported 
tho bill complete without amendments. 

Mr. Mara gave notice that ho would ask 
to add another clauso to tho bill. . 

The roport was ordered to be consider- 
ed on Thursday. 

RENTS AND DISTRESSES; 

The report on this bill was adopted. 
Tho Houso then adjourned till 2 p.m. 
on Tuesday.

Tho Puttie "Works Report. 

This report was laid on tho table of tho 
Houso yesterday. A very good map of 
Osooyoos district (prepared by the lato 
Commissioner) accompanies the report. 
The detailed expenditure brings us down 
only to the 30th Juno, 1878, and does not 
convey any idea as to tho operations of 
the present Government, which have been 
so inefficient as to jeopardize the safety of 
several valuable roads and in more than 
ono caso (notably the accident at Whittoy's 
bridgo, Metchosen district) endangered 
lifo and property. Following is a state- 
ment of tho expenditure to Juno 30th :

A considerable portion of tho roport is 
occupied by an apology to tho Govern- 
ment supporters for an overexpendituro 
in tho repairs of Government Houso. Tho 
building is represented as being in a di- 
lapidated condition, requiring frequent 
and expensive overhaulings. Regret is 
expressed that tho Fraser dyking schomo 
has not boon pushed forward with tho ra- 
pidity anticipated, and Mr. Navarro, tho 
superintendent, intimates that the rea- 
sons aro "best known to tho promoters of 
tho scheme." Ho mentions, furthor on, 
that an immense peat bed (over which tho 
dyke must bo constructed) and a quick- 
sand bottom have been encountered. A 
gap of nearly 9,000 feet remains to bo 
closed. For Cassiar District explorations 
for a trail from Glenora to Dofot Crook 
and abridge over ThibertCreok arorecom- 
monded. 

By far the most interesting portion of 
tho report is that which portains to tho 
cofferdam. It comprises correspondence 
between tho late and present Chief Com- 
missioners with' Mr. Bennett, tho resi- 
dent engineer, and Mr. Dawson, engineer 
for the contractors. In this correspon- 
dence it is seen that no extension was 
granted the contractors after the 31st of 
July, 1877, and that tho total amount 
paid the contractors is $30,357.42, with 
§9,038.01 for work dono, withheld till 
completion On the 22d April, 1878, the 
resident engineer complains that tho work 
is boing unnecessarily delayed and that 
" timo has been wasted in not having ma- 
terial and plant ready for use when want- 
ed." Ho adds that tho work "ought, 
under ordinary circumstances, to bo fin- 
ished by August," 1878. Tho engineer 
also approves of the courso of the late 
Government in declining to extend tho 
timo for tho completion of tho contract. 
On tho 17th Juno, 1878, Mr. Dawson 
makes a lengthy reply to Mr. Bonnett's 
recommendations in which ho complains 
that his operations have been ham- 
pered by the damage done to 
his credit and that "moreovor to keep 
a man at work by constantly menacing 
his shoulders with a cowhido is not a 
suitable means to bo adopted by the Gov- 
ernment of a civilized country." He then 
goes into an explanation, point by point, 
of the difficulties ho has had to contend 
with, and notifies tho Government that 
tho contractors "aro entitled to require 
payment, at rotes over and abovo tho 
Hchedulo prices of tho contract, for all 
work executed since the expiration of the 
time-limit for completion," for "not only 
have the works been of a different charac- 
ter and carried on from the commence- 
ment under different circumstances from 
those represented, but oncrcn/ single point 
alterations havo now been mado from tho 
original designs which havo proved quite 
impossible of execution." On tho 3d 
November tho resident engineer notifiod 
the Government -that the sum of £5,- 
091.38 was due tho contractors. On tho 
Oth Decombor Mr. Dawson is notified that 
the payments will bo withheld until the 
work shall havo boon completed. A 
further certificate for $3,940. G3 for work 
dono was issued to the contractors on the 
3d of tho present year. An exhaustive 
report of tho condition of tho work was 
submitted by Mr. Bennett on tho 31st 
Decombor, in which ho reports unfavor- 
ably of the condition of the cement aftor 
"tests." As we shall havo occasion to 
refer to this report again wc shall not go 
further into it to-day. 

• Signs of tho Times. 

"Coming ovents cast their shadows be- 
fore." The Government organ behind the 
scenes looks at tho discontented Sixteon 
and hoars Drummond denouncing tho .tin 
can affair, Williams bidding for carriage 
hire and Wilson hoping to be "a Minis- 
tor."

A Map of the City. 



Editor Colonist: — Your leading ar- 
ticle "Begin at the Beginning" is a very 
useful production. It is just as you 
say, "We nre building at random," and 
now is the time to establish a perfect 
system of order. A publio record that 
will always be indisputable evidence 
in questions refeiring to the boundaries 
of town lots is so necessary that I am 
astonished to hoar it is not in the city 
hall. Every owner of propsrty feels 
that ho has an interest unprotected 
whilo there is no boundary fixed by an 
official map. Possession, tho lapse of 
time, and position may protect a title, 
but every man's right to property 
ought to be secured by all the forms re- 
quired by law. I hope the city fathers 
will seo that such a map of the city as 
you recommond will be the very best 
decoration for the city ball. Now is 
the timo to mark the boundaries of 
real estate and the lines by which a per- 
fect system of drainage may be se- 
cured. Will the city be drained into 
tho sea or into a reservoir a mile or 
two from town? The refuse of a city 
is excellent manure; deposited near a 
large farm it would sell, and help to 
pay the taxes. Manure is money and 
we cannot afford to fling it into the sea. 
I feel assured the city fathers will at 
onco take up the question of securing 
the rights of property owners by pro- 
viding a good map on a large scale. As 
a large property owner my opinion is 
entitled to consideration, and I say E 
am very willing to pay my share of 
the expense.

Wo learn that in 1873 there were 25,- 
000 men out of work in the Empire 
City. Six years ago times were con- 
sidered good; yet if tho number of un- 
employed men is an indication, the 
state of trade is better now that it was 
oven six years ago. If wages are less, 
so aro all the necessaries of life cheaper. 
The laborer who used to earn §2 a day 
in 1873 only earns §1.10 now. 

Carpenters' and cabinet makers' 
wages aro reduced from $2.50 to §1.75; 
bricklayers, plasterers, painters, and 
sawyers from §3.50 to §2.25 and §2.00; 
blacksmiths from §3.00 to §2.00; 
tailors from §450 to §2.50; and shoe- 
makers from §3.50 to §2.00.
